(a) in respect of journeys by air, actual fare paid plus one-fifth of the 

standard air fare limited to a maximum of rupees ten for each 

journey, provided that if more than one air journey (Including the 

return journey) are performed within twenty-four hours, the total 
entitlement to incidental allowance for all the journeys shall be res- 
tricted to rupees ten or one dally allowance at the highest rate admis- 
sible to Class I officers of the Central Government for ordinary loca- 
lities under the Supplementary Rules, whichever is more; 

(b) in respect of journeys by rail, actual railway fare excluding aircondi- 

tioned fare plus mileage allowance at the rate admissible to Class I 
officers of the Central Government. A journey by aircondttioned ac- 
commodation may be undertaken In accordance with the instructions 
Issued by the Central Government from time to time: 

(c) in respect of journeys by road, mileage allowance at the rate admissible 

to Class I officers of the Central Government: 

Provided that where a member is a resident of the place of the meeting 
he shall be entitled only to the actual cost of conveyance charges 
subject to a maximum of rupees ten per day. 

(5) Daily allowances shall be admissible to a non-official member at the rate 
of rupees thirty per day for each day of the meeting of the Board and for the 
day preceding the date of the meeting and the day following the date of the 
meeting : 

Provided that If th e member arrives in the afternoon of the day preceding 
the date of the meeting or leaves in the forenoon of the day follow- 
ing the date of the meeting, he shall be entitled to only one-half of 
the daily allowance for the day preceding the date of the meeting or 
the day following the date of the meeting, 

(6) The travelling and daily allowances specified under this rule shall also be 
admissible to persons associated with the Board under section 10 of the Act. 

7. Contracts. — (1) All contracts entered into by or on behalf of the Board 
shall be authorised by a resolution of the Board; 

(2) Every contract entered into by the Board shall be In writing and shall be 
executed on behalf of the Board by the Chairman or any member authorised by 
the Board in this behalf and shall contain the common seal of the Board. 

8. Custody of the common seal. — The common seal of the Board shall be 
kept In safe custody with the Chairman or any other member or officer of the 
library, authorised by the Board in this behalf, 

9. Budget, returns and other particulars of the Board.— The Board shall 
submit to the Central Government copies of its budget, returns, statements and 
other reports in such manner and on such dates as specified below, namely:-— 

(a) three copies of the budget for the succeeding financial year together 

with a statement showing the sums which would be required from 
the Central Government during that year and the revised estimate 
for the current financial year on or before the 1st day of August; 

(b) quarterly statements for each quarter ending with March, June, Sep- 

tember and December, of each year showing the actual Income end 
expenditure during the quarter, on or before the 10th day of the 
month following the close of the quarter; 

(0) fifty copies (both in Hindi and English) of the annual report, on or 
before the 1st day of October of the year following the one to which 
it relates; 
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<d) fifty copies of the accounts as certified by the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General of India or any other person appointed by him, on or before 
the 1st day of October, of the year following the one to which it 
relates; 

(to twenty-five copies of journals, publications,, periodicals and catalogues, 
if any, published by the Board for distribution to libraries or for use 
by departments of Government within two months from the date of 
the publication; 

ff) two copies of the agenda and the minutes of the meetings of the Board.

G.S.R. 1259. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article’ 
309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating: 
the method of recruitment to the post of Investigator (Non-Ministerial) iri the- 
Central Bureau of Correctional Services, namely: — • 

1 . Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Central 
Bureau of Correctional Services, Investigator (Non-Ministerial posts) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1970 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of iheir publication in the Official 
gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number of posts, classification! 
and scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the 
said Schedule. 

4. Method of Recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. — The method of recruit- 
ment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall be 
as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule: 

Provided that the up/per age limit prescribed may be relaxed in the case of 
candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the general orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time. s 

5. Disqualification.— (1) No person who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reasons of its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post 
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(2) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
-& wife living at the time of marriage shall be eligible for appointment to the 
said post. 

(3) The Central Government may if it is satisfied that' there are special grounds 
for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

ft. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it 
ts necessary or expedient to do so, it may, by order for reasons to. be recorded 
In writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
«ny of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 
.persons.

G.S.R. 1260. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules to amend 
the Posts and Telegraphs (Telephone Operators) Recruitment Rules, 1968, 
namely: — 

1. (1) These Rules may be called the Posts and Telegraphs (Telephone Opera- 
tors) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1970. 

2. They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Posts and Telegraphs (Telephone Operators) Recruitment Rules, 1968, 
In Column 11 of the Schedule, for the entry, the following entry shall be sub- 
stituted, namely: — 

“Permanent or quasi-permanent employees, having continuous service with 
a satisfactory record of work and conduct, of all lower cadres below 
the cadre of Telephone Operators Including office staff like peons 1 h 
E ngineering Divisions or the Telephone Districts concerned. Age 
shall not exceed 35 years on the 1st of July of the year of recruit- 
ment”.

G.S-R. 1262. — In exercise ol the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 
of All India Service Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), read with sub-rule (2) of Rule 4 
of the Indian Police Service (Cadre) Rules, 1954, the Central Government have
